GREAT AMOUNT OF LOOT 
SECURED BY THIEVES 


Chicago. Jan. 3.—Thieves’ loot in 
the Chicago district for the year 
1920. based on burglaries, holdups 
and pocket-picking alone, reached 
the staggering total of $4,528,453.40 
—an average daily property loss of 
more than $12,425. 
Embezzlements 
and 
forgeries, 
running into the hundreds of thou­ 
sands, are not included iii these fig­ 
ures as compiled by Chicago's po­ 
lice department. 
Police 
records 
show that of this vast loss only a 
little more than one-fourth, or $1,- 
403,954 in property and cash, was 
recovered. 
This means that more 
than $3,000,000 was the net loss. 
This compares with a record of 
$3,543,590 in property 
and 
cash 
stolen during 1919, with police re­ 
coveries of $972,609. 
During that 
year there were 8S83 robber}' com­ 
plaints turned in to the police de­ 
partment. 
A record of the exact 
nu miler of “squeals” during 1919 is 
not available, but the number has 
run well above 
the 
13,000 
mark, 
based ppon preliminary reports. 
The value of the thousands of au­ 
tomobiles stolen during the year is 
not included in the tabulation for 
either year. During 1919, 444* cars 
were stolen, of which 3185 were re­ 
covered.

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MATCHES IN A POWER MACHINE 


That enterprising Californian, Mr. 
W ashington Vanderlip, who went into 
Russia some months ago, became very 
friendly with Lenine, 
and obtained 
from him large concessions of Russian 
territory for exploitation and develop­ 
ment, has addressed a statement to 
the American people which has many 
interesting things in it. 
It is too long 
to quote as a whole, and it touches on 
so many subjects that a summary of 
it is 
impracticable. 
Its 
conclusion, 
however, is perhaps the most interest­ 
ing part and here it is: 
“I have joined the frontiers Of Rus­ 
sia and America, making a broad band 
of republicanism around the 
world, 
from Atlantic to Atlantic. I offer you 
400,000 square miles of territory w\th 
vast stores of fuel and fish. 
I offer 
you the chance to supply 150,000,000 
white people with commodities reach­ 
ing a total of $3,000,000,000 for which 
they give in return as payment raw 
materials from a half of the continents 
of Europe and Asia, great stores of 
which are ready for immediate ship­ 
ment.* The open door to 600,000,000 
Chinese and Koreans is ready for you 
to enter. 
“Go to it, you big, glorious sons of 
the Golden W est! Line up your Bo­ 
rahs, Underwoods, Johnsons, Phelans 
and Demand that congress immedi­ 
ately resume trade relations with Rus­ 
sia. 
The 
Pacific is your 
heritage. 
Make it a free ocean. 
Three-fourths 
of the population of the world face it. 
They have waited 
for us throughout 
the centuries. Now it's up to you." 
A good many Americans may not* 
see in exactly the same light as Mr. 
Vanderlip this glorious 
opportunity 
which he offers his countrymen. They 
may be interested in the comments of 
Lenine himself on the significance of 
the 
Vanderlip 
concessions. 
Lenine 
had to explain to the Communist dis­ 
trict conference at Moscow the rea­ 
sons why he had made these Vander­ 
lip contracts. 
He had made them, he 
said for political reasons, chiefly in or­ 
der to stir up trouble between Amer­ 
ica and Japan. 
Another reason he 
said, was the fact that the contracts 
represented a moral and material vic­ 
tory over the 
“Bourgeois 
nations,” 
which, “instead of defeating us, are 
forced to strengthen our position.” 
“Line up your Borahs, Underwoods, 
(it is hard to see why he includes the 
••Underwoods” ) Johnsons, Phelans,” 
exclaims Mr. Vanderlip, “and demand 
J that 
congress 
immediately 
resume 
trade relations with Russia!” 
Let’s 
not be in such a hurry. 
The Far East 
is a powder magazine. 
Mr Vanderlip 
him self says that Russia is about to 
drive the Japanese off of the continent 
of Asia, off of Korea also. That means 
if it is true, *war between Russia ajid 
Japan. 
There is no reason for us to 
get into the quarrel; and Mr. Vander- 
lip’s concessions and his plans might 
very well involve us. 
Most of us are still of the opinion 
that the government at Washington, 
rather than Mr. Vanderlip, had better 
be allowed to handle the problem of 
Russia and fix our policy in the Far 
East. Mr. Vanderlip is looking out for 
Mr. Vanderlip and his backers. 
The 
government at Washington is suppos­ 


ed to look out for the American peo­ 
ple. 


HAS A GOOD START. 
In the entire ninety-nine years of 
Mexico’s history the executive power 
has been transferred peacefully only 
four times. 
The fourth time was the 
occasion of General Alvaro Obregon’s 
recent inauguration as president. 
It 
was an hour of smiles and singing, of 
dancing and confetti throwing in the 
j 
streets.« 
A good start does not necessarily ; 
imply a good ending, but it is prob­ 
able that few if any Mexican presi­ 
dents began their terms of office with 
better prospects than those which lie 
before Obregon. His task is difficult; 
but one must go back a great many 
years to find a time when Mexico as a 
whole was more peaceful than at pres­ 
ent or when the outlook for contin­ 
ued peace was as good. 
Yet that, after all, is not saying a 
great deal, Mexico is peaceful— for 
Mexico. 
The clouds on the horizon 
are small— for that part of the world. 
Here we should regard them as of 
considerable size, warranting a good 
deal of anxiety. There are conflicting 
accounts of Obregon himself. 
He is 
variously described as a patriot and 
as a grafter; as a man of liberal ideas 
and as a despot of the Pofirio Diaz 
type. Nobody disputes his ability, but 
so far he has had a chance to show 
what is in him only in a comparatively 
limited field. 
He has been a billiant 
and successful soldier, as soldiers go 
in Mexico. 
As a statesman and as a 
nation’s executive he is as yet untri­ 
ed. 
The trial that will now be made of 
him in his new capacity will be of in­ 
tense interest to the American people. 
On its outcome may well hinge the 
whole question of whether or not this 
country and Mexico are going to re­ 
main at peace during the next few 
years. 
In the United States the trend 
of events has undoubtedly been in the 
direction 
of intervention. 
Obregon 
must do a good job in Mexico if this 
trend is to be counteracted.

D’Annunzio will not remain in Italy 
following his retirement as head of 
the “Regency of Quarnero.” it is an­ 
nounced 
here. 
In 
well-informed 
circles it is declared he will go to 
Rome, where he will place in the 
hands of 
the 
King 
all 
medals 
awarded him during the war, in­ 
cluding the gold medal for valor, 
the highest Italian decoration, and 
then leave the country. 
Delegates from the Fiume Coun­ 
cil did their utmost to induce Gen­ 
eral Caviglia, in command of Ital­ 
ian government troops in Dalmatia, 
to allow’ the poet-soldier to leave 
Fiume at the head of his 
legion­ 
aries, but the general sternly re­ 
fused. 
Exchange of prisoners taken dur­ 
ing the fighting at Fiume began to­ 
day, 163 regulars being surrendered 
and IOO legionaries returned to Fi­ 
ume. Order is being maintained in 
the city by special police organiz­ 
ed by the national council. 
Gabrielino D’Annunzio, the poet’s 
son, tried to euter Fiume Saturday 
afternoon, but he was discovered 
by regular 
forces. 
They 
turned 
him back, threatening to arrest him 
if he tried to evade 
guards 
sent 
with him. 
The provisional 
government of 
Fiume began the disarmament of 
the legionaries today. All the poet’s 
ships will leave the harbor of Fi­ 
ume tomorrow', and will be taken to 
Pola. Within five days none of the 
poet’s troops, with whom he had 
held Fiume for sixteen months, will 
remain, and all arms in the city 
will be turned over to Italy. 
The regulars, who will conduct 
the 
liquidation 
of 
D’Annunzio’s 
armed strength, w ill w’ork as quick­ 
ly as possible, so as to establish the 
independent 
state 
of 
Fiume 
at 
once. 
The provisional government 
is expected to hold a new election 
as soon as order has been restored 
and all legionaries have left the 
town.
